BACKGROl NP 

On 25 Mav 2000, applicants filed an international application. No. PCT/USOO/ 14482, 
which claimed a priority date of 28 May 1999 

On 20 December 2000. a demand for international preliminarv' examination, in which the 
United States was elected, was tiled prior to the expiration of nineteen months from the priority 
date The deadline tor entry into the L nited States National Stage was thirty months from the 
priority date, that is 28 November 2001 

On 27 February 2002, applicants filed a transmittal letter for entn,' into the national stage 
in the United States, accompanied by, infer alia, a petition to revive and the basic national fee. 

DISCISSION 

.A petition to re\i\e an abandoned application under 37 CFR 1 .137(b) must be filed 
without intentional delay from the time the application became abandoned and/or applicant first 
became aware of the abandoned status of the application. A petition under 37 CFR 1 1 37(b) must 
be accompanied by ( 1) a statement that the entire delay in filing the required reply from the due 
date for the reply until the filing of a grantable petition was unintentional, (2) a proposed 
response. (3) the petition fee required by law (37 CFR 1 . 1 7(m)). and (4) a terminal disclaimer and 
fee (if the international application was filed prior to June 8. 1995) 
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Applicants' statement that *'the entire delay in filing . . [the proper reply] from the due date 
for the required reply until the filing of a grantable petition under 37 CFR 1 137(b) was 
unintentional/' satisfies the requirements of 37 CFR 1 . 137(b)(3) Applicants ha\'e authorized the 
Office to charge the appropriate fees to Deposit Account No 16-11 50 A terminal disclaimer is 
not required as application was filed on 25 May 2000 Accordingly, all requirements under 37 
C FR 1 1 3^(b) ha\e been satistied
